'The Charterhouse in London dates 
from the ravages of the “black death,’’ 
in the fourteenth century. 
So dire was 
the mortality from that fell plague that 
it was thought necessary to make ar­ 
rangem ents for the burial of the dead 
outside the city walls. 
The then bishop 
of London aud Sir W alter Manny, one 
of Edward 
111.’n 
captains, 
together 
bought a plot of land extending to 
about twenty acre-, which was conse­ 
crated as 
an 
extra-mural btirying- 
ground. 
It is said that titty thousand 
Doilies were interred 
there; 
but at 
length, happily, the plague died away, 
mil it became unnecessary any longer 
to use the ground for the purpose for 
which it had lx*en bought.

The act of March 7, 1885. requiring rail­ 
road com panies to provide suitable passen­ 
ger waiting rooms at cities, towms and vil­ 
lages, took effect June 1 ,1 8 8 5 
Prom per­ 
sonal Investigation ihirry-one stations were 
found inadequately provided w ith accom ­ 
modations. 
The results were presented to 
the companies, with satisfactory results in 
m ost cases. 
Twenty-one stations have been 
built or enlarged, and others promised a t an 
early day. 
If, under the act of March 5, 
1885, the commission has the power to in­ 
sist upon the erection of union depots at 
junctions, it would result in g reat conveni­ 
ence to the people. 
At some points, as Red 
Wing, Faribault, Owatonna, Spring Valley, 
Northfield and others, the buildings are in­ 
ferior. 
In many places police regulations of 
passenger depots need im m ediate attention. 
If a reform is not inaugurated the com ­ 
mission 
will 
take 
stringent 
m eas­ 
ures 
to 
enforce 
proper 
regulations. 
The stations visited were distributed as 
follows: On the M anitoba line, 8 stations, 
5 of w hich were changed as requested; Chi­ 
cago. Milwaukee A S t Paul, IO, changes in 
6 ; Chicago A N orthw estern, 4, all changed; 
Chicago, S t Paul, Minneapolis A Guiana, 5, 
change* in 4; Minneapolis A S t Louis, 2, 
both of which were changed; Kt Paul A Du­ 
luth, 2, both of which Were changed. 
The num ber of accidents resulting in death 
or serious injury is less than during the pre­ 
vious year. 
There were 8 4 killed and 229 
injured, the record for 1885 being 105 and 
245 resp“ctively. 
B ut one passenger was 
killed, his death being due to his own care­ 
lessness. 
T hiity-tw o employes were killed 
and 174 injured, as against 49 killed and 
183 injured in 1885. 
Of employes, 4 were 
killed and 17 injured by causes beyond 
their control, the others’ death being due to 
their own carelessness. 
The coupling and 
uncoupling of freight cars 6tili continues to 
be the m arked features of accidents. 
Six 
employes were killed by couplers as against 
17 in 1885. 
The num ber of persons killed 
or injured in the state is gradually deoreas 
mg. 
One passenger in every 4.771,167 
was killed, aud one in every 954.233 was in ­ 
jured, a better record than m any other 
states show. 
Many deaths would be pre­ 
vented by m ore adequate penalties for tres­ 
passing upon railroads or cars. 
ELEVATORS AND WAREHOUSES. 
The grain production of M innesota being 
its chief industry, and the receipts for grain 
transportation constituting one of the chief 
factors in the earnings of railw ay com ­ 
panies, it Is of suprem e im portance th at the 
producer should be free to ship bis products 
prom ptly w ithout discrim ination and at 
reasonable rates. 
The grain trade having 
become controlled by a few corporations, 
who arbitrarily dictated term s and failed to 
provide 
warehouses, 
com petition 
was 
crushed out, and the price was fixed by the 
self-interest of a few middlemen. 
The leg­ 
islature has undertaken to rem edy the evils 
by requiring every railway company to per- 


place lie m ay elect, whether it is on the 
com pany's right of way or not. 
H. A. T ay lo r of St. P aul, n atio n al bank 
exam iner, stopped a t Luverne on his re­ 
tu rn home from Sioux Falls, and “ went 
through" the F irst N ational bank of th a t 
place.

The 
lake's eldest son, Hie earl of Arundel, 
was attainted in 1590. and Howard house 
;hus came to th** crown, 
It was, how­ 
ever, granted to another son of the 
duke, the earl of Suffolk, bv whom it 
was sold in 1611 to Thomas Sutton, the 
founder of the Charterhouse charity. At 
the time of Sutton's purchase Howard 
house was one of the most famous of the 
many noblemen's palaces which London 
then possessed. 
It was selected as a 
resting place by both Elizabeth and 
James I. on the occasion of journeys to 
London, and it was described by Ixird 
Bacon in a letter to the king (apropos 
of Sutton’s foundation) “ as a building fit 
for a prince's habitation,” and “ as fit 
for a hospital as a rich embroidered 
cloak to a beggar.” 
It is a mark of the 
princely nature of Sutton’s generosity 
that he selected such an establishment 
for the home of those to whom fortune 
had proved unkind. 
His original inten­ 
tion had been to place his hospital at 
Hallingbury in Essex, and he ha*! ob­ 
tained a charter from the crown for this 
purpose. 
But finding that 
Howard 
house was to be had he gave the very 
large price of £13,000, equal probably 
to ten times the amount at the present 
day, for the property, and obtained an­ 
ither charter, and eventually an act of 
parliament incorporating the charity 
ami confirming it in the enjoyment of 
the estate. 
Sutton spent further large 
Minis of money in enlarging the chapel 
and adapting the building to the uses 
of his institution, and hi; endowed the 
charity with 
ample 
estates 
in 
the 
country for its support. 
Of Sutton's 
time are the line mantelpieces in the 
hall and presence chamber, as well as 
much of the carving and other detailed 
ornament to be found throughout the 
Charterhouse, 
Those changes which 
inevitably come about in buildings used 
for every day-life have since been made 
rn Howard house from time to time. 
Of comparatively modern date, too, are 
the rooms now occupied by the old pen­ 
sioners, 
while, latest of all, the Mer­ 
chant Taylors’ company have erected 
a large new school house in place of 
the smaller building used by the Char­ 
terhouse boys.

In art id • on “ Rural Recreations,'’ ii 
O uting, Mr. J. Ii. Dodge makes soni* 
telling points against 
the neglect *r 
farmers to allow them selves and fami­ 
lies suitable recreation to compensate 
the common wear and tear of rura 
lift*. 
The writer says: 
There i- hardship a- well as privilege 
drudgery a- well as elevating labor. 
There is exposure to -ummcr's -torn 
and winter's cold tramping in the mud 
of seed-time; toiling early and late to se* 
cire the harvest. 
The hay-making day 
has as many hours a- that of the street­ 
car driver. 
In northern districts the 
best part of summer is -pent in making 
hay, and th** winter in feeding it, wit! 
with little results in milk ana cheese, 
that it sells at seven cents, the exercise 
of lifting a m ortgage is not a reassuring 
recreation. 
When a purchaser of Da 
kola railroad lands is oft* red but sixty 
cents per bushel for wheat at the sta­ 
tion elevator, lie sees no elevating pros­ 
pect of meeting his deferred payments. 
Nor docs the eastern farmer find eithei 
poetry or profit in “picking rocks,” OI 
making stone wall. 
There i- many ac 
investment in rural improvements thai 
promises but insignificant dividends ir 
cash. 
It is not strange, then. that we see 
farmers worn with weary labors. l*ent 
with rheumatism, wearing in their face- 
deep lines of care, and showing the 
need of recuperative influences. 
It ha; 
been said, upon an assumed foundation 
of statistic-, that the proportion of the 
insane from the country is gre ater than 
from th** city. 
lf true, a- it should not 
be, what can be the eau-**? 
The farm­ 
worker who perform- most of his lalior 
bv the muscles, with minimum use ol 
his brains, unrelieved by sociality of sen­ 
timent. was only on * - t of faculties, 
while flit* better side of his nature* rusts 
with di-u-e. 
The isolation of th** coun­ 
try thus become* a greater solitude, 
with care-, apprehensions, and some­ 
time.*, forebodings of pecuniary depend­ 
ence. solitude deepens into melancholy', 
and insanity sometimes follows. 
The mist res- of the farm-hou.-e is 
often a greater drudge than the farmer. 
Th.* routine of daily duty is more cir- 
cumseribed and naturally becomes more 
irksome.

Hi- ideas come by inherit­ 
a n c e , and are* fortified bv jiersonal ex­ 
perience.

labor-saving a p p l i a n c e - , bv hiring more 
help, sometimes by doinga little of this 
domestic drudgery

and healthfulne-s of natural rural condi- 
t mn-. 
The barn-y are! may be too Rear 
th** w e l l : ce--pool- and surface drain­ 
age may aid th.* pollution by percola­ 
tion: decaying vegetation in the cellar 
may til! the house with poisonous gases. 
The lv-i-ting power of high health may 
long withstand influences so injurious, 
until, some summer, dysentery or ty­ 
phoid-:.' cr may select for a victim the 
flower of the family, or carry off' the 
hard-working 
motlier, 
the 
guardian 
angel of tile household. 
In view of such f a c t s , which have ex­ 
cited much attention without exerting a 
-ufficient influence, til 
need of respite 
from strain of monotonous toil, upon 
tin* farm, 
must 
b* apparail. 
Some 
form of vacation, short though it must. 
i * in -untruer, is evidently necessary. 
Some temporary change, frequent yet 
radical, of the tone and tenor of ordin­ 
ary routine, is essential to th** highest 
results of the work and the highest 
health and happiness of the worker. 


Official Agriculture. 
An effort i- to be made in congress to 
provide for agricultural experiment sta- 
lions. 
This i- but a part and parcel of 
the never ending pre-sure to have the 
government do everything. 
What is 
there in th.* agricultural calling over 
and above any other calling which de­ 
mand- governmental experim entation 
and instruction? 
I f there is any one 
occupation in th** United States which 
needs official attention less than agricul­ 
ture the fact i- not generally known. 
There are 
n u m erou s gentlem en and 
practical farmers thoughout the coun­ 
try who are m aking experiments in 
stock-breeding and testing th** capaci­ 
ties of soil and clim ate in every po—ible 
way, and it is utterly out of the question 
for the government to compete with 
them. 
The experience of the immortal Le 
Due, who spent thousands of the public 
d o l l a r s in officially trying to find out 
som ething about the cultivation of tea, 
after many private individuals had ex- 
hau-tively been over the same ground, 
furnishes a good illustration of how this 
sort of thing works. 
The sorghum epi­ 
s o d e is another case in point. The value 
placed on flu* services of the agricultur­ 
al bureau and on the published agricul­ 
tural reports is not of a character to en­ 
courage an expansion in this line of gov­ 
ernment action or of distributing waste 
paper. 
A well-edited agricultural journal dis­ 
seminates 
more 
useful 
information 
among the farming community than any 
government agency is capable of. while 
as a pioneer in the possibilities of the 
calling the governm ent would fall so far 
behind the voluntary 
explorers 
on 
amove its to be utterly ridiculous. 
The 
project of teaching the American farm­ 
ing community agriculture by govern­ 
ment officials is about as reasonable as 
cue to prop up the moist stable of the 
Egy ptian pyramids to keep it from turn* 
iug upside down.—New York World. 


Barbarous Christianity. 


It appears there are some Christians 
in the Russian empire who retain one 
characteristically pagan custom of their 
forefathers—the sacrifice of beasts as a 
part of public worship. 
Not long ago 
the St. Petersburg Z cit ting stated that 
tb s practice was in use on certain oc­ 
casions at Wyborg, in northern Finland 
among th** Kniretes, who are devoted ad­ 
herents to the orthodox church. 
The 
Sc let now states that the same ritual 
survives am ong the orthodox islanders 
of Mantschinschara, about twenty-five 
versts from the monastery of VV al&am, 
where there is a chapel dedicated to the 
Prophet Elias.

year three oxen, and sometimes more, 
are brought bv Christian people to the 
chapel, in the" front of which they are 
solem nly slaughtered amid the ringing 
of bells.

Sir Edw ard N orth, the first oc- 
m pant, pulled dow n the m onks' cells, 
m d form ed gardens on their -ite-. 
He 
lem olished tlx* chapter house and built 
irivate room s, and he converted the 
•hapel into a dining-room . 
His son, 
.or*l N orth, sold to the duke of Norfolk 
n 1565. and in his hands the present 
Howard house assum ed 
shape. 
The 
loble hall in w hich the poor b reth ren 
Jill dine is the duke of N orfolk's din- 
ng-hall: the ap artm en t o ver th e boys' 
lining-hall, in w hich the exam inations 
for the foundation are still held, disfig­ 
ured by subsequent changes, but still a 
rery tine room , is the duke of N orfolk's 
iresence cham ber: and th e staircase by 
which the room is ap proached—one of 
:he finest rem ain in g pieces of w o rk — 
was doubtless designed and com pleted 
ander the directions of the duke. 
The 
*est of H ow ard house stands upon the 
walls of the little eloisture, and thus, 
dv its quadrangle, preserves the outline 
}f the old m onastery. 
T he possessors of H ow ard house fell 
3n evil tim es. 
T he duke of N orfolk 
went from the C harterhouse to the 
;ower and thence to the block. 
T he 
iu k e ’s eldest son, the earl of A rundel, 
was a tta in te d in 1590, and H ow ard house 
hus cam e to the crow n. 
It was, how ­ 
ever. g ran ted to another son of the 
duke, the earl of Suffolk, by w hom it 
w’as sold in 1611 to Thom as Sutton, the 
founder of the C harterhouse charity. A t 
the tim e of S utton's purchase H ow ard 
house was one of the m ost fam ous of the 
m any noblem en’s palaces which London 
then possessed. 
It was selected as a 
resting place by both E lizabeth and 
Jam es I. on the occasion of journeys to 
London, and it w as described by laird 
Bacon in a letter to th e king (apropos 
of S u tto n ’s foundat ion) “ as a building fit 
for a prince’s h a b itatio n ,” an d “ as tit 
for a hospital as a rich em broidered 
cloak to a beggar.” 
It is a m ark of the 
* 
“ 
o 
princely nature of Sutton s generosity 
th at he selected such an establishm ent 
for the hom e of those to w hom fortune 
had proved unkind. 
His original inten­ 
tion had been to place his hospital at 
H allingbury in Essex, and he had ob­ 
tained a ch arter from the crow n for this 
purpose. 
B ut finding th a t 
H ow ard 
house w as to be had he gave the very 
large price of £13,000, equal probably 
to ten tim es the am ount at the p resen t 
day, for the property, and obtained an ­ 
other ch arter, and eventually an act of 
parliam ent 
incorporating the charity 
and confirm ing it in the enjoym ent of 
the estate. 
Sutlon spent fu rth er large 
♦ um s of money in en larg in g the chapel 
And adapting the building to the uses 
af his institution, and he endow ed the 
charity w ith 
am ple 
estates 
in 
the 
•ountry for its support. 
Of S u tto n ’s 
time are the tine m antelpieces in the 
hall and presence cham ber, as well as 
much of the carving and other detailed 
ornam ent to be found throughout the 
C harterhouse. 
Those changes which 
inevitably com e about in buildings used 
for every day-life have since been m ade 
,n H ow ard house from tim e to tim e. 
Of com paratively m odern date, too, are 
the room s now occupied by the old pen­ 
sioners. 
while, latest of all, the M er­ 
chant T ay lo rs’ com pany have erected 
a large new school house in place of 
the sm aller building used bv the C har­ 
terhouse boys. 
U nfortunately, too, por-

T here 
are avoidable unsanitary surroundings 
u tterly out of keeping w ith the purity 
and healthfulnes.s of n atu ral ru ral condi­ 
tion-. 
The barn-vard m ay be too n ear 
ihe well; (v -'p o o l- and -urface d ra in ­ 
age may aid tie* pollution by percola­ 
tion; d ecaying vegetation in the c e lla r 
m ay till the bouse with poisonou- gases. 
T he resisting pow er of nigh health m ay 
long w ithstand influence- so injurious,

Some tem p o rary change, frequent yet 
radical, of the tone and ten o r of ordin­ 
al-} routine, i- es-en tial to tin* highest 
results of the w ork and the highest 
health and happiness of the w orker.

T he place at which we begin is the 
city o f Destruction and the place 
towards which we trave! ought to 
be the 
Celestial 
City— the 
new 
Jerusalem. 
T he first thing iii our building 
a road is to survey the country, and 
prepare for the road bcd. 
Before 
we take up tile Royal Road, finish­ 
ed, ready for the engineer, fireman, I 
conductor and brakeman to take 
the train through to its destination, 
we m ust look at the preparation for 
the road.

The preparation for the gospel is 
the law.

In this case we say, I had not 
known it was sin, but by the sign 
which forbade crossing. 
So God’s 
law reveals to man what sin is by 
its “ Thou shall not.”

board straight. 
It looks well, but 
place across it a straight edge, Jind

God’s law 
is a straight 
edge. 
Our life looks well, as we

The law shows us

There is talk of reforming the G ov­ 
ernment Printing Office a t W ashing­ 
ton, or rather the prodigality with 
which Congress orders printing. 
It is 
by far tile largest printing and pub­ 
lishing office in 
the 
world. 
The 
am ount of “cop y” turned into it daily 
would stagger a newspaper like tire 
New York Herald or London Times, 
and its 
com positors’ 
bills 
would 
swam p the richest hook firm on either 
cont inent. The printing estim ates for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1 8 8 5 , 
were $3,0 1 4 ,OCK), 
The number of 
em ployes of the olfiee is about 2,500. 
During the first session of the Forty- 
eighth Congress there were printed for 
the Senate 3,827 hills and joint reso­ 
lutions, and for the House 9,100, be­ 
sides about 3 ,5 0 0 m iscellaneous docu­ 
m ents. 
The Congressional Record for 
the sam e period made seven bulky 
volum es comprising 7,508 pages, and 
of these seven volum es 6 ,0 0 0 sets were 
issued, making in all 42,000 volum es. 
Then there were the ponderous census 
reports, on which $300,000 worth of 
work was done; the Departm ent re­ 
port s; 
scientific, 
agricultural, 
and 
sanitary reports, and all the publica 
t ions em anating from the Supreme 
Court and other courts in the District 
of Columbia. Tho total cost for the 
fiscal year ending in 1884 was nearly 
three m illions, fully three-quarters of 
which went for the three item s of 
com position, binding and paper. 
The 
paper bills alone are about half a 
million a year, because of the lavish 
distribution 
of 
public 
docum ents 
which lias become custom ary.
